4 Plea in behalf of the Aborigines of America, deliv- 
ered by an Indian youth of the Foreign Mission 

School at Cornwall, at the late Exhibition. 

«Lam aware that an advocate for the aborigines 
of this country is liable to censure, and may perhaps 
provoke the displeasure of many who call themselves 
Christians. But perhaps I, whe am an inhabitant of 
the forest, may be allowed greater freedom of utter- 
ance than a person under diferent circumstances.— 
[have been an eye-witness to their moral degrada- 
tion, and have felt the injuries they have sustained 
from the white people. They have been injured by 
the importation of foreign vices without partaking the 
blessings attending civilization. Though possessing 
tne exclusive right of soil of all North America, they 
have been treated as though they were aliens from 
the farnily of man, and not the descendants of him who 
on created after the image of God.

FURTHER SUCCESS OF THE BRITISH AT

The British obtained a signal victory over the Bur- 
mese in the neighborhood of Rangoon in October last. 
From an official letter of Sir A. Campbell, (who it 
would seem is not dead, as reported,) dated Rangoon, 
December 16th, it appears that the Burmese General 
after his defeat, having succeeded in rallying his troops, 
and in collecting a numerous reinforcement, returned 
at the head of more than twenty thousand men, to the 
immediate vicinity of Rangoon, and immediately com- 
menced entrenching and stockading with a judgment 
in point of position such as would do credit to the best 
instructed encinec:s of the most civilized and warlike 
nations. On the 14th December he commenced an
